Mentors open doors to 
more Sac State women

Joanne Mahaney used to work as a 
stockbroker in a company where there 
were 17 men and her. Now, through 
the Women’s Programs at Sacramento 
State, she helps counsel women engi- 
neering and computer science students 
inafield thatis pursued mostly by men. 


The Women’s Programs in the 
School of Engineering and Computer 
Science provides a student and indus- 
try mentor program for freshman and 
upper division students. The program 
provides women students with a sup- 
port system, a better chance of success, 
tips on classes, study skills and re- 
sources, and someone to answer ques- 


tions, said Mahaney, who co-coordi- 
nates the Women’s Programs with Sally 
Leake. 

The program was started three years

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No uniformity in CSU 
graduate writing requirement

Amajorrite of passage at Sacramento 
State, the passing of the Writing Profi- 
ciency Exam, is mandated by the CSU 
Graduation Assessment Requirement, 
But because the requirement does not 
mandateatest, individual CSU campuses 
have been left to develop their own ways 
to satisfy it. As a result, many students at 
other CSUs are never even tested. 

Anexam is optional at the CSU cam- 


puses in Bakersfield, Dominguez Hills, 
Fresno, San Bemardino, San Diego and 
San Luis Obispo, where students may 
satisfy therequirementby passing acourse 
geared toward writing. Some schools, 
suchasCSU Long Beach, San Jose State, 
CSU'Hayward,CSUFullertonand Fresno 
State administer both an essay and a 
multiple choice test. 

Pass-fail rates vary from campus to 
campus, also. While the passing rate at 
CSUS is “around 60 percent,” according 
toCSU WPE Coordinator Joan Bauerly, 


itis 75 to 80 percent at San Jose State, 90 
percent at CSU Chico and 65 percent at 
San Francisco State. 

The WPE is a two and a half hour 
essay test administered four times per 
year at CSUS. Students are given one 
topic to write on when the testbegins. The 
cost of the test is $25, all of which goes to 
cover the cost of administering and grad- 
ing the test.

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Residence Halls 
establishing own

The students in the residence halls 
are getting organized. 

During the semester, the students 
living in each of the four residence 
halls elected officers, a president, vice- 
president, secretary and treasurer, to 
take care of business they need to get 
accomplished.

Right now the people in the dorms 
want to create a sense of community in 
the residence halls and in the commu- 
nity of Sacramento. For example, last 
Halloween, the people in the dorms 
coordinated with a community center 
and a bus company to have children 
trick-or-treat in the halls. Troy Bucko, 
the assistant director at Sierra Hall said 
that over seventy boys and girls came 
by to get the free candy. 

So far only one of the halls, Sutter, 
has been recognized by the Student 
Activities office. 

One of the benefits of getting recog- 


nized as a campus organization is get- 
ting ASI to establish a bank account 
where money raised would be depos- 
ited. Though getting recognized by 
student activities isn’t required, stu- 
dents from the other halls also plan to 
apply during the coming semester. 

Since the halls only elected their 
officers during this semester, the orga- 
nizations haven‘t been able to get as 
much accomplished as many of the 
students would have liked. 

“Tt’s taking a lot longer than ex- 
pected,” said Sutter Hall director Steven 
Baissa, who has worked in the Hall for 
three years. 

One of the pitfalls of organizing 
groups on campus is apathy. 

“You usually see the same eight or 
ten people every week doing the work 
while everyone benefits.” said John 
Hamblen, a hall officer from Sierra 
Hall. According to Hamblen;-the stu- 
dents in Sierra plan to start a recycling 
program toraisemoney to,among other 
things, buy a microwave. 


Sorensen does his part to 


draw UNIQUE crowd

“Free rap concert in the Redwood 
Room of the union,” Dean Sorensen 
calls out to the students streaming by. 
Two joggers run by, “that’s it,” 
Sorensen calls to them, “jogon downto 
the student union and see therap show.” 

In recent weeks, Sorensen, the advi- 
sor to the Union Network for Innova- 
tive Quality University Entertain- 
ment for nooners and concert events 
has been dressed like a turkey and a 
pumpkin in attempts to attract stu- 
dents to noon events in the Univer- 
sity Union. 

Normal people would stumble over 
their tongues if they attempted to speak 
in the clear, staccato style Sorensen 
employs as he announces University 
Union Programs sponsored events to 
the passing crowd with the skill of a 
carnival barker or an auctioneer. 

“Tt seems to work well,” Sorensen 
says of his picketing, “because it jogs 
peoples memories about events. We 
putposters all over the place but a lot of 
times people just walk right by without 
seeing them.” 

Sorensen has worked full time since 
1986 as a program advisor for 
UNIQUE, and for eight of these years 
has been a regular fixture in the library 
quad announcing events: He was born 
in Philadelphia and grew up near Bos- 
ton. He moved to California to attend 
the University of the Pacific in Stock- 
ton where he was heavily involved in 
student activities. 

“They hada program similar to out 
Union program and I was the student 
chair of that,” Sorensen said. “I liked 
what my advisor did for a living and so 
I went into that.” 

Sorensen said he met his wife, a 
Sacramento native, at UOP and after 
they were married he found he liked 
Sacramento and decided to live here. 

The UNIQUE board is made up of 
four student activities committees that 


put entertainment programs together 
for the Union and Sorensen advises 
these committees and helps them select 
performers for the noon time events 
and concerts. In this capacity he goes 
out and scouts local performers as well 
as performers as far away as the bay 


area. 
“What we try to do is if students 
have been on the committee long 


enough some of them are actually given 
the opportunity to do the actual con- 
tracting with the performers,” Sorensen 
said, 

Sorenson also manages the listen- 
ing lounge in the Union, acollection of 
over 600 CDs that are available for 
students to listen to.

“Dean is a great guy to work with.” 
Manuel Lopez who is a co-advisor 
with Sorensen to the UNIQUE pro- 
gram and worked with Sorensen for the 
past seven years said. “When you talk 
about someone who is here for the 
students, Dean is that person.” 

Sorensen majored in Communica- 
tion Studies and Political Science as an 


undergraduate at UOP. At CSUS he 
has been doing graduate work in Edu- 
cation Administration and hopes to 
complete his masters sometime in the 
near future. 

“Dean from the time he was a col- 
lege student has been very dedicated to 
enhancing student life for his fellow 
students,” Richard Schiffers, the asso- 
ciate director of the University Union 
programs said. “Dean is very much 


dedicated to the concept that we pro- 
vide good quality campus life for the 
students and a wide variety of quality 
entertainment and not hit the students 
up for big bucks to do this.

Gate University with a MBA. 

“T went back to graduate school and 
began a course on counseling,” said 
Mahaney, “‘thenbecameinterestedin pro- 
moting women in non-traditional fields.” 

From there she received a job at Sac- 
ramento State and soon began the 
mentoring program. 

“When graduated from Golden Gate, 
I was hooked up to a program that had 
professional mentoring, and that is how I 
got my first job,” Mahaney said. “I 
wanted to provide a service to encourage 
more women to enter more non-tradi- 
tional fields.” 

Over 70 professional women from 
companies suchas Intel, Hewlett Packard, 


Caltrans, SMUDand the State of Califor- 
nia are now available as industry mentors 
for students who participate in the pro- 
gram, she said. They can provide valu- 
able assistance in job shadowing, infor- 
mational interviews, one-on-one 
mentoring; and tutoring or scholastic ad- 
vice, Mahaney said. 

Mahaney said that professional 
women love tovolunteer their time forthe 
program because of their wish fora simi- 
lar program when they went through 
school. 

“T used to be a teacher,” said Barbara 
Love, an industry mentor who works for 
Hewlett Packard. “Mentoring is a great 
outletfor teaching. Iwouldalsolike tosee 
more women in engineering. It’s a fun 
career and something women don’t gen- 
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erally tend to get into.” 

Besidereceiving support, studentsleam 
the difference between their perceptions of 
future careers and the realities, Mahaney 
said. The students are also given the 
opportunity to practice for interviews and 
increase their self confidence, she said. 

Students are given the opportunity to 
job shadow with their professional men- 
tor and get hands on experience in the 
work force, Mahaney said. The Women’s 
Programs provides a questionnaire for 
students to take to a job shadow so that 
they can come away with not only the 
personal experience but with resources 
for future job searches, she said. 

“My meeting with (Hilary Bridges, a 
software engineer at Unify) scared me a 
little,” said computer science student Jen- 
nifer Ricks. “realized I have a lotto leam 
and that school isn’t such a bad place to 
be.” 

Mentors continue to support students 
throughout the entire process of finishing 
a degree, and also help keep up helpful 
contacts for after graduation, said 
Mahaney. Students find the encourage- 
ment alone to be helpful. 

“T’m glad J know there’s someone out 
in the industry that can help me,” Ricks 
said. “She sends me e-mail messages to 
see how things are going.” 

The program provides student men- 
tors as well as industry mentors. The 
moreexperienced studentscanhelp fresh- 
men and transfer students find there way 
through their first few semesters. Stideéfit 


mentors provide information on study 
groups, classes, and tips for adjusting to 
university life. Involvement in other 
activities in the Women’s Programs and 
various student societies is encouraged 
and useful for future resumes and net- 
working, said Mahaney. 

Students who qualify to be mentors 
need to be female engineering and com- 


puter science students with one year or - 


more at Sacramento State. The only 
requirement is a once or twice a month 
phone call to their mentor to see how she 
is doing. 

Mentors are recommended to at- 
tend aseries of other activities, but they 
are not required. Networking with 
other mentors to obtain up-to-date in- 
formation is recommended. 

The industry mentor program at Sac- 
ramento State has expanded to engineer- 
ing, math and science departments of 
American River College arid Sierra Col- 
lege. Sierra College plans to implement 
this program campuswide by next year, 
Mahaney said. 

Women’sProgramsand the Schoolof 
Engineering and Computer Science will 
visit Sacramento area secondary and el- 
ementary schools this Spring to encour- 
age girls to pursue math and science 


through hands on activities. Professional - 


women will also speak to students about 
their work and career paths. 
The Women’s Programs office is lo- 


ted at Sacramento State in the old 
Aine Wilding in Root 1264. 


GWAR: Board resolution 
in late ‘70s created WPE

1976 resolution by the CSU Board of 
Trustees. The resolution requested that 
the CSU Chancellor form a systemwide 
committee to oversee the developmentof 
individual writing diagnostic exams that 
varied from campus to campus. The ex- 
ams were created so that students would 
be “required to demonstrate their compe- 
tency with regard to writing skills as a 
requirement for graduation.” 

“While the Board of Trustees in the 
late “70s recognized the need to test stu- 
dents’ abilities to write before graduating 
them, I think that they just didn’t want to 
besointrusive into therights of individual 
campuses as to dictate to them exactly 
what kind of test to offer,” Bauerly said. 

According to Kenneth Sims, assistant 
to the president at Fresno State and coor- 
dinator of systemwide testing and assess- 
ments, the board of trustees in 1976 
thought it was in the best interest of the 
system to allow each campus to establish 
its Own way to satisfy the requirement. 
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While the Sacramento State WPE 
passingrateremainslow when compared 
with some schools, it.is comparable to 
others, such as Fresno State, where the 
passing rate is about 60 percent. The test 
at Fresno, however, is optional— stu- 
dents have the option of taking a class to 
fulfill the requirement. 

“The important thing to remember is 
that CSU does not require a test,” Sims 
said. “‘Tt’sarequirement. Somecampuses 
will allow students to satisfy the require- 
ment by taking a test.” 

Despite therelatively low passing rate 
and the fact that a testis required, Bauerly 
said she doesn’t think the fulfillment of 
the writing requirement is necessarily 
more strict at CSUS than at other CSUs. 

“Some schools are more rigid,” 
Bauerly said. “One campus has a test of 
both grammarand writing. Anothercam- 
pus has a course that students must pass, 
butthen they mustpass the test, also. ‘A lot 
of people would say that it is stricter to

Jean-Claude Van Damme returns to the 
silver screen in his latest action-packed thriller, 
Sudden Death.

force students to take a class: Here, if 
you can pass the test, you don’t have to 
take any class.” 

At CSUS, English 109 is offered for 
students who have failed the WPE twoor 
more times. The class, which is funded 
out of the university general fund, is 
designed specifically to helpstudents who 
are having trouble with the WPE pass it. 
However, unlike at Fresno, CSUS stu- 
dents who take the class are still required 
to pass the test. 

Sims said from time to time there is 
talk of creating a uniform test, but it has 
not been done because each campus has 
a“very wellestablished procedure.” Sims 
also said that creating a uniform test 
would require the system to hire an out- 
side contractor, which would costa great 
deal of money. 

“Since the campuses are doing a good 


job administering their own tests, there —

really has been no compelling reason to 
produce a system-wide test,” Sims said. 

Only recently have CSUs been man- 
dated to.accept writing requirements sat- 
isfied at other universities. An executive 
order from Chancellor Barry Munitz on 
Aug, 1, 1994 forced all CSUs to accept 
writing requirements satisfied at other 
CSU campuses. Because of the discrep- 
ancy between requirements, CSUS once 
forced transfer students from some CSUs 
to satisfy the requirement at that campus 
before graduating. 

“As I recall, CSUS was one of the 
more selective (about accepting require- 
ments from other campuses),’’ Sims said. 

In addition to not being able to gradu- 
ate before passing the WPE, CSUS stu- 
dents who have not passed the test cannot 
fulfill another graduation requirement: 
the general education advanced study 
class. As a result, some students must 
delay graduation plans. 

‘Tom Cook, aCSUS student who has 


postponed graduation because he has not 
passed the WPE, says he feels the test is 
graded too critically. 

“It gives students a false sense of 
security when they get an “A’ ona term 
paper and then can’t pass the WPE,” 
Cook said. “I think the test should be free 
to students the first time around. Tf they 
fail, then they should be charged.”
